Lincoln Was There All I he I ime 


Everything worth saying about Abraham Lin­ 
coln has been said ten thousand times since 
he came on the national scene as a compromise 
presidential candidate in the presidential elec­ 
tion on 1860, 
But there still remains much that could be 
said about the failure of his contemporaries to 
see in him the qualities that loom so large in 
historic perspective. Why was that** 
Why was Lincoln still obscure in 1860 
What caused him to be held up to rid icu le- 
after his election to the presidency—not only by 
southerners but by many northerners? 
What was it about his presidency that iriade 
it possible for plotters in Washington to arrange 
his assassination and the attack on his cabinet 
officers so openly that ordinary vigilance could 
have detected what was afoot? Why couldn’t 
Lincoln, himself, be convinced 
his 
life 
was 
worth protecting? 
In the search for answers to such ques­ 
tions historians would find the key to a mys­ 
tery. They would learn why so many who loom 
large while alive leave nothing behind 
them 
when they depart. 
They would find out what the American peo­ 
ple cherish, where their finest aspirations are 
reflected and what is required of a man who 
would be remembered with tears bf gratitude 
when he is gone. 
They would find the humility, the wisdom, 
the stark tragedy and dark despair. Hie loving 
heart and the homely wit of the one American 
who can neither be duplicated nor 
imitated. 
Abraham Lincoln was unique. 
It took a politic al accident to lift him out of 
obscurity. It took the irreconcilable issue that 
flared into history’s bloodiest civil war to elect 
him. It took his rare combination of wisdom, 
patience and total absence of vanity to make 
him the kind of a president who could survive 
such a w ar with dignity — w*ho could be a 
worthy m artyr for the hate and savagery of 
his fellow c i t i z e n s — who 
could 
go 
to 
Gethsemane without rancor. 


It would seem to me. after all 
that has happened to the United 
States since Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated, that the partialities of 
area 
and the 
prejudices o f 
g e o g raphv 
would h a v e 
d i sappeared. 
But it is not so. 
I I 
anything, 
s e c t ionaJism

sibly as a re­

George Sekutsk? increased pow­ 
er and authority of the ftderal gov­ 
ernment. 
Of all our presidents. Abraham 
Lincoln stands out boldly as our 
greatest in mind and spirit. 
can 
no longer be claimed by arty po­ 
litical party because his intellectual 
guidance was universal and what 
he sought to give his nation was 
a moral basis for political exis­ 
tence. 


IT IS A CURIOUS fact of his­ 
tory that nations which are not 
founded on a system of morality 
do not survive periods of g r e a t 
stress, particularly periods of ex­ 
ternal pressure. 
Carlyle, writing of Burns, makes 
the point: 
“ We hope there is a patriotism 
founded on something better than 
prejudice; that our country may be 
dear to us, without injury to our 
philosophy; that in loving a n d 
justly prizing all other lands, we 
may prize justly, and yet love be­ 
fore all others, our own stern Moth­ 
erland. and the venerable Struc­ 
ture of social and moral Life, which 
Mind has through long ages been 
building up for us there. , 
Unfortunately 
in ’ the 
terrific 
speed of our m aterial advances, we 
have only too often forgotten that 
no nation can live by things alone, 
by its vast stockpiles alone, be­ 
cause at the moment of stress, 
there must be a moral force that 
sustains an entire people and holds 
them together. 


SIMPLY STATED, there must be 
a reason for continuing to exist 
as a people, separate, distinct, dif­ 
ferent 
and 
very 
proud 
of 
its 
achievements. 
We have witnessed a decay from 
the stability of life after World War 
I, speeded up and accelerated dur-

lf Harry Truman, Gen. MacArthur and oth­ 
er oldsters at an age when refighting old bat­ 
tles is pure delight will forgive us. we doubt the 
United States can afford to be distracted by 
their skirmishes in chimney corners.

even in 1948. when Truman was 
record ed in the public-opinion polls 
as one of the most unpopular presi­ 
dents of recent decades.

it is plain that Eisenhower isn t 
going to ask Chief Justice W arren 
to run and that he hasn't said a 
favorable word about anybody else 
except Vice President Nixon.

But 
I now should have some inkling 
of what the job demands, and its 
strains, its emotional strains, its 
periods of intense concentration, 
and I should know, therefore, from 
my own feelings, as much as any­ 
thing else, and I think I will prob­ 
ably trust my own feelings jpore 
than I will the doctor’s reports. 
so I am just trying to be honest 
in saying I will give an answer as 
quickly as I possibly can." 


THE DOCTORS CAN tell him on­ 
ly two things. They can say he is 
physically able to run and that the 
President must make up his own 
mind. Or they can say he is not 
physically able to run In that lat­ 
ter case, would the President trust 
his own feelings more than a doc­ 
tor’s report? Obviously he would 
not. 
So what it amounts to is that the 
President is saying thai. although 
the doctors may tell him he is able 
to run, he himself may then de­ 
cide that he cannot take the risks 
for the country’s sake. It will be 
his own decision completely, and. 
as one cabinet officer put it, even 
in the face of all the quotations 
cited above: "I wouldn't bet a 
nickel either way."
